Paul Green, college coordinator for the 


Manpower Program, said the program 
currently has 78 individuals assigned.

I have several questions concerning the 


fire department. Does the city pay for the 
gasoline in the fire chief's official car when 
he drives it to DeSoto to visit his family?

Fire Chief Duane Womack says he 


doesn't drive the chief's car to visit his 
family, but drives his own personal car 
and pays for his own gas. When he has 
driven the chief's car to Dallas, it has been 
on city business and he maintains records 
on the times and reasons when he makes 
such trips. 


Acting City Manager Jack Russell an- 


swers your other inquiries in turn: The 
assistant fire marshal and training officer 
is the No. 2 ranking man since the fire 
department no longer has an assistant fire 
chief, and he is in charge when Chief 
Womack is gone. 


Russell said Corsicana's charter ex- 


cludes residence requirements for its paid 
firemen and city engineer, but courts have 
held municipalities can't require employes 
to live in the city, and federal guidelines 
(Equal 
Employment 
Opportunities 


Commission) 
prohibit 
discriminatory 


residency 
requirements. 
With 
this 


situation in effect, Russell said "there is 
nothing we can do about it," if the long- 
time station commander now chooses to 
live in Garland and commute "as long as 
he makes it to work". 


There's a man named Commlato from 


Kerens who offered to fix my place up, 
insulate it, refinance It at one per cent 
interest, and fix me up a garden space. 


Is this a legitimate operation? 


Frank Commiato is an agent of Com- 


munity Services, Inc. who oversees a 
number of improvement projects for low 
income families and individuals. Com- 
miato is presently instructing people in 
winterizing their homes by use of in- 
sulation, plastic sheeting over windows, 
and sheathing around the openings under 
the homes, according to Jerome Vacek, 
executive director of Community Services. 


People who are financially able are 


asked to help finance the improvements, 
but some free materials are occasionally 
available, Commiato said. 


Regarding the one per cent interest rate 


loans, Vacek said, these low interest loans 
have for some time been available from 
the Fanners Home Administration for 
communities with populations below 5,500. 
A new FHA program now being im- 
plemented will provide these loans for 
communities with a population of up to 
20,000, according 
to Vacek. He said 


Community Services has been informing 
people of the loans and is offering to help 
apply for them. The loans are for use by 
low income persons for repair 
and 


rehabilitation. 


Commiato also offers assistance in 


developing garden plots. 


Will somebody from the Internal 


Revenue Service be at the post office 
sometime this year to answer questions 
about income taxes?

Five welfare fraud 
cases filed 
locally

Five cases of welfare fraud 


theft have been filed in Navarro 
County this year, the newest 
case filed just this morning, as 
part of a statewide investigation 
by the Texas Department of 
Public Welfare into fraudulent 
claims for welfare benefits. 


Disclosing 
the 
filing 
of 


charges, the first in Navarro 
county, Monday were Claude E. 
Hill and Mike Beebe, super- 
visors of the Dallas district 
office, Department of Public 
Welfare. 


Hill and Beebe said they filed 


the first in the series of theft 
cases with District Attorney Pat 
Batchelor in January charging 
a Corsicana woman with theft in 
fraudulently receiving $156 in 
food stamps for which she was 
not entitled. 


In the newest case filed 


Monday with Batchelor, the 
welfare 
department 
super- 


visors said it is charged that a 
Corsicana woman fraudently 
received $2,207.20 in both food 
stamps and Aid for Families 
with Dependent Children for 
which she was not entitled. 
„ Hill said in all five cases, the 
theft charges stemmed from 
recipients 
fraudulently 


receiving either food stamps or 
AFDC benefits, or both, for 
which they were not eligible. 


A third case involves a

Navarro County Auditor Miss Mary Walker reports the tran- 
sition of certain jobs from her office to that of the treasurer is 
progressing slowly. 


Noting that until the two offices are physically separated work 


will be carried on about as usual, Miss Walker adds that Robert 
Gump, advising accountant for the project, is planning to make 
the transitions one step at a time. 


Miss Walker says that "Until they have their equipment and a 


place to put it," it would be most difficult for the treasury of- 
ficers to do the job as they will be expected to do it. 


As a result of a decision Feb. 3 by county commissioners, 


Treasurer E. L. Parrish and his deputy Mrs. Ola Jamison will be 
moving across the hall as soon as possible into the front of the 
office currently occupied by County School Supt.

probably be the first order of business in the treasurer's office, 
adding that she is not certain what duties would next be tran- 
sferred.

fraud. 


"We want the public to know

situation, and we want the 
people receiving benefits to 
know; not everyone receiving 
welfare 
is 
involved," 
the 


supervisers said. 


The supervisers 
said 
the 


statewide investigation began 
in July in Austin and has spread 
throughout the state as case 
workers in the various local 
welfare and food stamp officers 
working with certification of 
persons eligible for benefits 
have referred specific cases to 
district 
officers 
for 
in- 


vestigation. 


"If a certification worker gets 


information that a recipient of 
benefits has given false or 
misleading 
information 
to 


obtain certification, they refer 
it to us, and we investigate 
everything," Hill said. 


"If the public has information 


about the misuse of these 
programs, contact the nearest 
welfare or food stamp office and 
it will be referred to our office 
for investigation," Hill and 
Beebe requested.

died in a 2-2 tie vote Monday in 
Navarro 
County 
Com- 


missioner's Court. 


County 
Judge 
Rob 
Dunn 


seconded the motion made by 
Comm. Ellis Montgomery to 
obtain the craft, Dunn saying 
that he was doing so to bring the 
motion to a vote since neither of 
the other commissioners who 
were present would do so. 


Dunn and Montgomery then 


voted in favor of the motion, and 
Comm. Billy Hargrove and 
Comm. R.J. Henderson voted 
against it. Comm. J.A. Penney 
is still unable to attend court 
meetings because of illness. 


Henderson said after the vote, 


"I just don't think Navarro 
County is ready for a helicop- 
ter." 


He expressed the opinion that 


the county can obtain part-time 
use of a helicopter elsewhere in 


emergency cases. 


He said he felt there would be 


an added expense in keeping a 
helicopter. 


Before 
voting, 
Dunn 


discussed information he said 
he had received 
from Bell 


Helicopter showing that the cost 
of keeping a helicopter would 
amount to $18.29 per hour of 
flying time when such expenses 
as fuel, maintenance, spare 
parts and overhaul expenses 
were included. 


Shelton said, however, that he 


can obtain free parts and free 
overhauls in cooperating with 
the 
Department 
of 
Civil 


Defense, therefore making the 
cost considerably less than that 
listed by Dunn. 


Hargrove said, "I don't see 


how we're going to keep pilots 
here." Like Henderson, he 
indicated 
a 
preference 
in 


depending on helicopters owned 
by other law enforcement units 
when needed for emergencies. 


Hargrove also asked Shelton 


how many sheriff's depart- 


ments in counties the size of 
Navarro 
have 
helicopters. 


Shelton said he didn't know, but 
noted that Ellis County is 
getting one. 


Shelton also said that he has 


found three qualified helicopter 
pilots in the county who have 
offered their assistance. Shelton 
suggested forming a reserve 
unit so that the ability of these 
men could be used in operating 
the copter. 


Last month commissioners 


agreed to consider Shelton's 
request 
for 
a 
helicopter, 


deciding to investigate upkeep, 
insurance 
costs, and other 


factors 
before 
making 
a 


decision. 


Shelton 
told 
the 
com- 


missioners in January that he 
could get a helicopter for $300 to 
$500 from the Civil Defense 
Agency. A surplus helicopter of 
this type costs the government 
$35,000, Shelton said. 


He said extra parts would be 


available at "giveaway prices" 
from Civil Defense. 


Lake near here 
at least 2 years off 


A major new lake southeast of 


Corsicana near the Navarro- 
Freestone line for 
another 


source of supply for Fort Worth- 
Tarrant County is at least two 
years away, an official of the 
Tarrant County Water Control 
and Improvement District No. 1 
says, although it has long 
contemplated. 


"It's a proposed lake that we 


have had in our long-range 
plans for a longtime," says Ben 
Hickey, general manager of the 
district 
which 
has 
the 


responsibility 
for 
supplying 


Fort Worth and nearby suburbs 
with raw water. 


HICKEY said the district 


"proposes" to create the lake as 
a part of its Cedar Creek project 
below 
the 
confluence 
of 


Chambers and Richland Creek 
at a point near where Richland 
and Tehuacana Creeks come 
together in their flow on into the 
Trinity by building dams to 
back up water, forming the 
lake. 


"It's a part of the Cedar 


Creek program which we have 
principally completed," Hickey 
told the Daily Sun from his Fort 
Worth office. He said any water 
supply district has to "look 20 
years ahead to its needs," and 
this was what the district had 
done in beginning preliminary 
planning for Cedar Creek when 
it bought land and cleared it, 
constructed the dam and began 
laying an 80-mile pipeline to 
transport water from the lake 
back northward to Tarrant 
County. 


Like 
Cedar 
Creek, 
this 


proposed 
new 
Richland- 


Tehuacana Lake will be un- 
dertaken in the same fashion, 
Hickey said; that is, voters 
within the Tarant County Water 
Control 
and 
Improvement 


District must approve a bond 
issue to finance land acquisition 
and construction costs. 


THE DISTRICT has filed a 


water rights application with 
the 
Texas 
Water 
Rights 


Commission and had certain 
engineering studies conducted, 
which Hickey said indicates the 
"proposed lake will have a yield 
of 210 million gallons of water a 
day." This makes the projected 
lake bigger than Cedar Creek, 
which has a daily.yield of 160 
million gallons. 


The general manager had 


recently 
indicated to news 


media in the Fort Worth-Dallas 
area that the district needed to 
accelerate plans for the lake 
officials envisioning a need for 
water from the proposed lake 
by 1985. 


He reported Monday that the 


district will spend $4 million 
during 1975 and 1976 to install 
pumps on the 80-mile pipeline 
which now carries water from 
Cedar Creek to Fort Worth. The 
additional pumps, he said, will 


let the pipeline carry up to 110 
million gallons a day instead of 
the present 80 million gallons. 


HICKEY said the Tarrant 


County water district is, and 
has been working closely with 
the 
North 
Central 
Texas 


regional water supply com- 
mittee which recently made a 
survey report on water supply 
needs of the 17-counties to North 
Central 
Texas 
Council of 


Governments and with Trinity 
River 
Authority, 
which 
is 


concerned with the Corps of 
Engineers in the Tennessee 
Colony lake project. The lake as 
proposed by the district is a part 
of the overall 17-county report. 


"It's not something new," he 


insisted, "and right now it is a 
'proposed lake' still two years 
away at the earliest," Hickey 
said.

Lexicographers 


receive some 


'flaky' letters 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) 


— What are the boojums of 
Baja? What is the "Procul Ha- 
rum"? Why isn't "Alamo" in 
the dictionary? Where did the 
word "OK" come from? What 
is a "distelfink?" 


These are just a few of the 


questions that pour into the edi- 
torial offices of dictionary pub- 
lishers, reports Dr. H. Bosley 
Woolf, editorial director of G. & 
C. Merriam Co., which receives 
2,000 letters a year at its head- 
quarters here. 


The correspondence, 
Woolf 


says, comes from people in all 
walks of life — engineers, 
bankers, housewives, judges, 
editors, librarians, students. 


Some want a term paper 


written, but are turned down. 


Others take great delight in 
finding real or imagined ty- 
pographical errors in the dic- 
tionary. Some have coined new 
words and expect to be paid. 
And others offer new definitions 
for existing words. 


One man wrote that he had a 


50-year-old dictionary and won- 
dered if he should get a new 
one, 
Woolf recalls. Another 


writes regularly to ask ques- 
tions only about Poland. One 
woman wanted Merriam to find 
an outlet for her hand-cro- 
cheted handerkerchiefs. Some 
correspondents 
become 
pen 


pals of individuals on the staff 
and provide useful information. 


Most questions deal with the 


general vocabulary and very 
few with the language of sci- 


ence or technology, says Woolf, 
adding that more women than 
men write and that California 
provides more correspondents 
than any other state. 


Among the letters recently 


received is one from a man 
who complained that Nietzsche 
and Karl Marx were designated 
"philosophers" in the biograph- 
ical section of one of the firm's 
dictionaries. In answer it was 
pointed out that both men satis- 
fy the definition of philosopher 
as "one who seeks wisdom." 


Another disliked the fact that 


"irregardless" was in the dic- 
tionary, and he was assured 
that enough people use it for 
the word to be included, but 
with a nonstandard label. An 
Oklahoma writer wanted to 


know why "bleep" wasn't in- 
cluded in his dictionary and 
was told it would probably be 
in the. next printing. Another 
wanted an up-to-date definition 
for "flaky" and got it. 


A writer from Belgium won- 


dered why "to cuss out" wasn't 
in the dictionary and was told 
that "out" in this case was an 
adverbial intensifier, and that 
both "cuss" and "out" were 
listed separately in the dic- 
tionary. Another wanted to 
know where the word "maven" 
came from and was told it is of 
Yiddish origin and means "ex- 
pert." 


Many well-known people have 


written over the years, some to 
provide a useful bit of informa- 
tion. Mark Twain, for instance, 


exploded the theory that the 
word "stateroom" came from 
naming ships' cabins after 
states: "With 15 state-names on 
a side it would have taken a 
man the rest of the night to 
find his own, even if sober. 
Which 
he wasn't in those 


days," he wrote. 


And about those boojums — 


they are spiny trees that grow 
in Lower California, including 
the Baja peninsula. The "Pro- 
cul Harum" is a rock group, 
and while the words may be 
garbled Latin, the group is not 
a dictionary entry. "Alamo" 
isn't in the dictionary because 
it's a proper name, like "Buck- 
ingham Palace," and there is 
no space for the hundreds of 
thousands of proper names in

Living in the country and having the electric 


convenience of the urban dweller is costing rural 
electrification subscribers more—considerably 
more—than before the energy crunch customers of 
the Navarro County Electric Co-operative are finding 
out, as are many others in Central Texas. 


Manager Raymond Hampel said bills since Sep- 


tember have increased "just a fraction under 30 per 
cent". 


"The reason bills are going up is the fuel ad- 


justment add-on for the additional price the power 
generating cooperative is having to pay for gas," 
Hampel said. 


Navarro County Electric Co-op is one of the 19 co- 


ops in 57 North Central Texas counties which makes 
up the Brazos Electric Power Cooperative, Inc., 
which generates the power the individual co-ops 
purchase, then transmit to their respective sub- 
scribers. 


Soaring consumer costs to some1 Central Texas 


counties supplied by Brazos Electric Power is the 
subject of an Associated Press news story in today's 
edition. The AP story reports some rural electric 
customers have had bills that doubled or tripled in 
reason months, a conclusion Hampel says he finds 
"far fetched". 


According to 


Cooperative told 


AP, Brazos 
its customers 


Electric Power 
in November its 


suppliers of natural gas, burned to turn generating 
turbines, increased their price from 88 cents per 
thousand cubic feet (MCF) to $1.68 per thousand 
under contracts signed in September. The price was 
20 cents per MCF in 1970. The cooperatives are 
allowed to pass on their increased costs to the 
customer. 


"We all buy at the same rate from the generating 


cooperative (Brazos Electric), "but each individual 
co-op has its own base rate," Hampel said, adding, 
that this base is the "only thing we have control of," 
and Navarro Electric's base isn't necessarily the 
same as Johnson, Hill or some other cooperative. 


The "fuel-adjustment clause" add-on has been 


going up right along, but then in September the base 
cost from Brazos to Navarro was upped and this 
necessitated adjustment by the local co-operative. 


As an example, Hampel said take an average 


residential customer using 2,000 killowatt hours. The 
bill has gone from $41.71 in September, 1973 to $47.46 
in September last year, to $59.28 for bills sent out Feb. 
1 covering the month of January. 


Hampel said while there was no change in Navarro 


County Electric's base bill from September, 1973 to 
September, 1974, the fuel adjustment add-on in- 
creased significantly. 


In 1973 through September, 1974, Hampel said the 


local co-op's base rate was $36.45, calculated at $9.45 
for the first 200 KWH and at $27 for the next 1,800 of 


the overall average 2,000 KWH. In September, 1973, 
the add-on for the fuel adjustment Brazos Electric 
passed on to all its cooperatives was $3.66. The four 
per cent sales tax applied made the total bill in 
September, 1973 $41.71. 


With the same September, 1974 base bill of $36.45 


for 2,000 KWH, the fuel adjustment add-on increased 
to $9.18, and sales tax of $1.83 made the customer's 
bill rise to $47.46. 


Beginning in October Navarro Electric raised its 


base for 2,000 KWH on increased costs to it to $41.80, 
arriving at this figure at a calculation of $11.20 for the 
first 200 KWH and $30.60 for the next 1,800 killowatt 
hours. 


"The fuel adjustment add-on costs (passed on) to 


our customers in January amounted to $15.20 which 
meant the total bill for 2,000 KWH became $57.00, plus 
the four per cent sales tax of $2.28, making the Feb. 1 
bill $59.28,'' Hampel reported. 


Hampel said the co-op's base rate hike to its 


customers was "between 13 and 14 per cent" whereas 
the add-on adjustment clause was closer to 15 per 
cent increase making the overall increase" a fraction 
less than 30 per cent" in a matter of months. 


Here again, an individual's bill varies, he pointed 


out, according to the weather, whether it's hot or 
cold, whether converted to an 'all electric' including 
heat, and on how much power a customer uses.

Sheriff blames economy 
for higher crime rate 


A year-old compilation of statistics by the Navarro County 
Sheriff's Department shows the bad economic condition is 
having an effect on crime. 


The money shortage seems linked to the 1974 increase in the 


issuance of bad checks, Sheriff Jerry Shelton noted. A total of 
144 worthless checks were passed in 1974 compared to 99 in 1973, 
an increase of 45. 


Crime is costing more in other ways also. The cost of feeding 


prisoners in the county jail jumped from 27 cents per meal in 
1973 to 40 cents last year. 


Property reported stolen in 1974 totaled over twice as much in 


value—$128,508 in 1974 compared to $56,231 in 1973. 


Inflation caused a higher value to be placed on stolen goods, 


Shelton pointed out. 


Even with the increase, the rate of recovery of stolen property 


improved in 1974, with $93,909, well over half of what was stolen, 
recovered, compared to only $22,710 of the $56,231 reported 
stolen in 1973. 


The number of persons arrested by the Sheriff's Dept. for the 


offense of "drunk in public" increased by 33, from 76 in 1973 to 
109 last year. 


The department's best conviction rate—100 per cent—is for 


the offense of "driving while intoxicated." 113 offenders were 
arrested and convicted in 1974 and 106 were arrested and con- 
victed in 1973. 


Comparing other crimes between 1973 and 1974, aggravated 


robbery increased from no cases to five, and aggravated assault 
increased from 28 to 41. 


A decrease in a number of crimes investigated by the dept. is 


shown. The offense of "minor in possession" of alcoholic 
beverages decreased from 16 in 1973 to only one in 1974, and 
violation of prohibition laws went down from 11 to one, auto theft 
decreased from 13 to 7, cattle theft cases investigated decreased 
from five to two, and forgery went down from 15 cases to six. 


No strong-armed robbery cases were investigated by the dept. 


in 1974 compared to five in 1973, and no cases of rape were in- 
vestigated last year, while four cases were the previous year. 


The "sale of narcotics" cases investigated declined from 10 in 


1973 to none in 1974, while the offense of possession of marijuana 
declined only from 37 to 32. 


Possession of amphetimines cases rose from none in 1973 to 


five last year. Total thefts rose by 48 in 1974—from 66 in 1973 to 
114. 


While the sheriff's dept. doesn't concentrate on fining traffic 


offenders, Shelton noted that more patrolmen in the field 
brought about an increase in traffic fines from only 16 in 1973 to 
127 in 1974. 


The total amount of money collected from fines issued by the 


sheriff's dept. and from fees for serving warrants increased 
from $59,269 to $87,731, a jump of $27,462. 


Fees for serving warrants increased drastically—from just 


$905 in 1973 to $4,044 in 1974.

Team treks through high snow for rescue 


LAS VEGAS, N.M. (AP) 


Rescuers battled snow drifts up 
to 20 feet high early this morn- 
ing to pull inflatable sleds bear- 
ing two survivors of a plane 
crash out of a rugged and 
snow-covered mountain area 
near Eagle Nest. 


State police said the survi- 


vors, both women, were pulled 
from the crash site to New 
Mexico Highway 64 by a rescue 
crew. A waiting ambulance 
took them on to Northern Col- 
fax County Hospital in Raton. 
. Authorities said the women, 
Wendy Davis and Jeanne La- 
Rocca Davis, were suffering 
from internal injuries and frost- 
bite. Officers also said Wendy 
Davis had a broken right arm 


and Jeanne Davis had back in 
juries. 


The women's husbands, who 


were brothers, were found dead 
at the site of the crash, officers 
said. 


Authorities listed W.E. Davis, 


husband of Wendy, as the pilot 
of the Piper Cherokee PA28. It 
had been reported missing Sun- 
day with four persons aboard 
after, it failed to land at Angel 
Fire on a flight from Duncan, 
Okla. 


The W.E. Davises recently 


moved to Duncan, Okla., from 
Beaumont, Tex., and the James 
Davises, who had been married 
18 months, lived in the Beau- 
mont suburb of Vidor. 


State police Lt. Kenneth Sho- 


ckey said attempts to airlift the 
two women out of the area 
were abandoned Tuesday night 
because it was too dangerous 
for the helicopters to operate in 
the darkness. 


He also said high drifts made 


it impossible to reach the crash 
site with snow cats, forcing the 
rescue crews to go in on foot. 


"The helicopters were not 


doing any good because of it 
being 
night," Shockey ex- 


plained. He said rescuers had 
to bring the women out on foot 
"because the snow cats can't 
make it because they're run- 
ning into drifts of up to 8 to 20 
feet high." 


Shockey 
said the 
rescue 


workers, who included moun- 


tain climbers, pulled the sleds 
to the highway where they 
were met by the ambulance 
that transported the women to 
the Raton Hospital, about 55 
miles away. 


He said it took the ground 


crew, outfitted with snowshoes 
and other equipment, between 
4% and 5 hours to make the 3- 
to 4-mile trek from their base 
camp to the crash site. 


The route from the crash site 


to the highway was about Si- 
miles and it took the rescue 
party 3 to 4 hours to pull the 
sleds to the waiting ambulance. 


Shockey said the crew was 


not able to bring out the bodies 
of the men, and another group 


would be sent after them today. 


The plane had been the ob- 


ject of an air and ground 
search since it was reported 
missing Sunday. Officials said 
it was spotted about 4 p.m. 
Tuesday by John Brolley, a 
member of the Los Alamos Civ- 
il Air Patrol, and observer 
Chuck Fairchild, also of Los 
Alamos. 


A helicopter was sent to hov- 


er over the area and two para- 
medics were dropped in while 
the ground crews made their 
way to the scene. An estimated 
100 persons wearing snowshoes, 
skis, riding in snowmobiles and 
four-wheel drive vehicles were 
involved in the over-all effort.

expedition last summer to the 
inhospitable mountain in east- 
ern Turkey. He and his small 
band of Biblical historians have 
made five trips to Mt. Ararat. 


"The climax, we hope, comes 


this summer when we expect to 


scale the mountain and actually 
touch the Ark, perhaps enter 
it," said the pleasant-faced 
Crotser of Frankston, Tex. 


Crotser's group, a commune 


of families founded in funda- 
mentalist 
Christian 
beliefs, 


brought back photographs of 
pottery and other artifacts he 
said were found in a cave near 
Mt. Ararat. 


Included are primitive in- 


scriptions on nearby stones he 
says linguis tic experts have 
translated to confirm that Noah 
and his family inhabited the 
area following recession of 
floodwaters sent by God to de- 
stroy the world's people except 


Noah's family. 


The Bible says Noah and his 


family left the Ark when it set- 
tled on Ararat. 


Crotser feels strongly that the 


ark-like object nestled near the 
top of the mount is the Ark, 
now petrified. What appears to 
be gunwale planking arching 
forward into a ship's bow is 
readily visible in the photo- 
graphs. 


Inscribed, he says, in a stone 


at the base of the mountain are 
pictographs interpreted as Old 
Sumerian and Babylon Cunei- 
form by authorities on those 
ancient languages. 


He said the legend on the 


stone reads: "God sowed the 
seed of the words into the wa- 
ters. The waters filled the 
earth, descending from above. 
His children came to rest on 
the mountain or peak." 


"It boggles the mind, the 


thought of it," Crotser said. 
"There is no doubt that we 
have found the Ark and the re- 
mains of a village founded by 
Noah and his family near the 
mountain. It's all in the Bible, 
and it's all there at Ararat to 
see. There's no telling what 
we'll find inside the Ark." 


Crotser has Turkish govern- 


ment cooperation. "The Ark 
would remain the property of 


their government. I consider 
this will turn out to be one of 
the 
most 
sensational dis- 


coveries in the history of all 
mankind. What we have here, 
as if more was needed, is the 
irrefutable truth of the Bible." 


Crotser said there is no fear 


that events surrounding dis- 
covery of the Ark would turn 
into a circus sideshow. 


"We'd go on with this investi- 


gation whether or not anybody 
knew about it. We don't want 
money and we don't want 
fame. We just want to quietly 
prove to a skeptical world the 
truth of God and His word," 
Crotser said.
